PENSIONS FOR THE MILITIA OF MISSOURI. 



Hearing before the Committee on Invalid Pensions of the House of Bepresentatives on the 
bill H. B. 4921, entitled <^A bill to correct the military record of officers and enlisted men 
of tile Enrolled Missouri Militia and all other militia organizations of the State of Missouri 
that cooperated with the military forces of the United States in suppressing the war of 
the rebellion," and on the bills of various Missouri Members, entitled " Bill to extend the 
provisions of the act of June 27, 1890, and of February 6, 1907, to all State militia and 
other organizations that were organized for the defense of the Union and cooperated 
with the military or naval forces of the United States in suppressing the war of the 
rebellion," and providing for the pensioning of the Enrolled Missouri Militia and other 
militia organizations of the State of Missouri and of other States. 



Copies of bills under consideration, H. R. 4921, Sixtieth Congress, 
first session, and H. R. 21849, Sixtieth Congress, first session: 

A BILL To correct the military record of the officers and enlisted men of the Enrolled Missouri Militia 
and all other militia organizfttions of the State of Missouri that cooperated with the military forces 
of the United States in suppressing the war of the rebellion. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled^ That the officers and enlisted men of the Enrolled Missouri 
Militia and all other militia organizations of the State of Missouri that cooperated with 
the military forces of the United States in suppressing the war of the rebellion, shall 
be held and considered by the Secretary of War to have been mustered into the United 
States service as of date of their muster or enrollment into the State service under 
orders of United States officers, and that they shall be held and considered to have 
been discharged from the United States service as of date of their discharge from said 
State service, or when relieved from duty by orders of a military officer of the United 
States, or when relieved from duty by legislative act of the State of Missouri, and that 
the Secretary of War is hereby authorized and directed to issue discharges to said 
officers and enlisted men in accordance with the provisions of this act. 

A BILL To extend the provisions of the i)en8ion acts of June twenty-seventh, eighteen hundred and 
ninety, and of February sixth, nineteen hundred and seven, to all State militia and other organiza- 
tions that were organized for the defense of the Union and cooperated with the military or naval 
forces of the United States in suppressing the war of the rebellion. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the provisions of the pension acts of June twenty-seventh, 
eighteen hundred and ninety, and of February sixth, nineteen hundred and seven, 
be, and are hereby, extended to include the officers and enlisted men of the State 
militia and other organizations of the several States of the Union that were organized 
for the defense of the Union and cooperated with the military and naval forces of the 
United States in suppressing the war of the rebellion, who served ninety days or 
more in any of said military or^nizations during the said war, and were nonorably 
discharged therefrom or otherwise relieved from duty under orders of a military or 
naval officer of the United States, and that a certificate of discharge from such service 
from either State or United States authority shall be conclusive proof of such service, 
and to the widows, minor children, and dependent mothers and fathers of such per- 
sons: Provided, That no person, his widow, or minor children, shall be entitled to 
the benefits of said acts unless the company or organization in which he served was 
organized under orders of a commanding officer of the military or naval forces of the 
United States, or served under authority of a military or naval officer of the United 
States, or cooperated with the military or naval forces of the United States in the 
suppression of the war of the rebellion, and was paid or maintained by the United 
States during his service in said militia or other organization, or was paid or main- 
taiiied by the several States, and such States were reimbursed by the United States 
Government.

STATEMENT OF HON. DAVID A. DE ABMOND, A BEFBESENTATIVE 
IN CONOBESS FBOM THE STATE OF MISSOTTBI. 

Mr. De Armond. Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I have another 
committee meeting in a few minutes and therefore have not the 
opportunity to take much of your time, and have not the disposition. 
I believe, and I think, that you gentlemen upon investigation will 
reach the same conclusion, that a good many of the militia of Missouri 
rendered substantially, to all intents and purposes, the same services, 
as valuable services, as soldiers who are pensionable. There are 
miUtia and militia, of course, in' Missouri, as in other States. None 
of us claim that all the militia organizations deserve to have a stand- 
ing that will make their members pensionable, but we believe that 
a number of them do have in equity, and ought to have in law, the 
same standing with reference to pensions, under the law of June 27, 
1890, and the age-pension law, as soldiers who were regularly mus- 
tered into the service of the United States. These gentlemen here, 
my colleagues, have given more attention to this matter and are 
more f amihar with it than I am, and they can also give you an estimate 
of the number of those militiamen. 

Mr. Chaney. Judge De Armond, why are these who are not on 
the pension roll ,as deserving as the militia that are on the pension 
roll? 

Mr. De Armond. Their services, I think, Mr. Chaney, were prac- 
tically the same. Just how it happened that some got upon the 
pension roll and some others did not, I do not know entirely. There 
was some investigation some years ago about the matter, and some 
were given a pensionable status, and the cases of others seemed not 
to have been passed upon or duly considered. 

Mr. Booiier. I think it was because some of the militia were mus- 
tered into the United States service and commanded by United 
States officers. They are the only ones that come within the rule. 

Mr. Bartholdt. All the orgamzations covered in the bill which is 
before your committee are organizations that were sworn into the 
United States service upon an agreement between the governor of 
Missouri — that is, the then acting governor of Missouri — and Presi- 
dent Lincoln. 

Mr. De Armond. And really took the place of Federal soldiers. 

STATEMENT OF HON. CHAMP CLAEK, A EEPEESENTATIVE IN 
CONOBESS FBOM THE STATE OF MISSOUBI. 

Mr. Clark, of Missouri. Mr. Chairman, I am heartily in favor of 
this bill or some bill like it. First and last I have done more work on 
this subject during my service in Congress than on any other except 
the tariff. Many of these Missouri mflitiamen performed much and 
onerous service, and all such should be put on the same pensionable 
basis as other soldiers who rendered similar service of the same dura- 
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tion. The Missouri militiamen have been discriminated against too 
long and the wrong should be remedied. 

Mr. Bartholdt. Yes; they were not militia; they were United States 
soldiers. 

Mr. Chaney. That is, the ones you are now seeking pension for? 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Chaney. Then, why is it that they were not put on the pension 
roll? * 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. That is what we want to know. They 
were entitled to be as much as any other Federal soldiers. 

The Chairman. I do not like to interrupt, but, as a matter of fact, 
did not the Government refund to Missouri what was paid as com- 
•pensation for these militia ? Did they, as to these commands that you 
have enumerated here ? That is one of the tests, whether the Govern- 
ment accepted and recognized those men as in service. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. Something like seven millions of dollars. 

The Chairman. Did it cover these companies? 

Mr. De Armond. They drew quite a considerable part of this 
money that the Government paid. That is, the State paid them and 
the Government reimbursed the State. I have never done any figur- 
ing, and I could not say as to how manv there were, but Mr. Smith and 
some other gentlemen nave figured. Of course, it is a smaller number 
year by year, as is true in all these cases. Gentlemen, I will not 
detain you longer, for, as I have stated, I have another committee 
meeting, and I could not say anything except what can be better said 
by some of my brethren here, wno are better informed on the subject 
than I am. 

STATEMENT OF HON. M. R. SMITH, A REPRESENTATIVE IN 
CONGRESS FROM THE STATE OF MISSOURI. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I find that 
the more this subject is investigated, like a great many others, the 
larger it becomes, and I am only sorry to say to the committee that I 
have not been able to give it the investigation that ought to have been 
given to a matter of as much importance as I deem this. My prede- 
cessor, as has been already mentioned by members of the committee, 
went into this subject pretty thoroughly, and I believe if any member 
of the committee wants to know approximately the true status of the 
enrolled militia and the militia organizations generally of Missouri, he 
will find it profitable to examine Mr. Rhodes^s statement made to this 
committee two years ago, or about that time, and also his speech in the 
House. I know that this is a compliment to him, but he is entitled to 
it. One of the questions which seems to be interesting this committee 
is why the Provisional Missouri Militia and the Missouri State Militia, 
I believe they were called, have heretofore been pensioned. 

Mr. Lloyd. Missouri State Militia? 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. The Missouri State Militia have heretofore 
been pensioned. I am not able to answer that query or question as 
thoroughly as I would like any more than to say that Congress for 
some cause or other, which, no doubt, was special in character, at 
that time passed a law, in 1873, which is now a general statute, and 
one in 1895, pensioning the Provisional Regiments Enrolled Mis- 
souri Militia and the Missouri State Militia. They were put upon 
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the same pensionable basis^ and occupy the same status that the 
regular soldiers do who went into the Regular Armj^. This was no 
doubt for some special service which I am not familiar with, but I 
remember that Secretary Root, in a statement or report which he 
made in compUance with a resolution passed by the Senate some 
four or five years ago, stated 

Mr. Chaney. That is, while he was Secretary of War? 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. That was while he was Secretary of 'War — 
that the Provisional Regiments, Enrolled Missouri Militia, were 
detailed from the Missouri Enrolled MiUtia, and he also made a 
statement that the Missouri Enrolled MiUtia did exactly the same 
service that the miUtia which are now being pensioned did. 

Mr. Chaney. What do you style these different miUtiamen;^ 
one is the Provisional MiUtia, and one is the Enrolled MiUtia? 

Mr. Alexander, of Missouri. Just this difference, as I understand 
it — the Provisional Regiments, Enrolled Missouri MiUtia, were detailed 
from the enrolled Missouri Militia. So many men from each company 
were organized into what were called the *^ Provisional Mihtia/' 
and the Fourth Provisional is one of the regiments that is now on the 
pension roll. They were simply parts of the companies of these 
other organizations that were reorganized into what were called the 
"Provisional Enrolled MiUtia '^ and placed directly under the mili- 
tary authority of the United States, as I learned from old soldiers 
who were famiUar with the organizations. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. According to the statement of Mr. Root 
in Senate Document No. 412, the total enUstment of the six months 
militia of 1861 was about 6,000. The total enlistment of the Enrolled 
Missouri Militia of 1862 to 1865 was about 24,000. The total number 
of Provisional Regiments, Enrolled Missouri Militia, was about 6,000. 
This 6,000, as I understand it, were taken from the Enrolled Missouri 
Militia. 

Mr. Chaney. And became United States soldiers? 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. No, sir; they became Provisional Enrolled 
Militia. They were never United States soldiers. 

Mr. HoLLiDAY. If they had been, they would never have needed 
a status. 

Mr. Alexander, of Missouri. Just a question. Were the Pro- 
visional Regiments Enrolled Missouri Militia mustered into the United 
States service 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. They never were. 

Mr. Alexander, of Missouri (continuing). And commanded by 
United States officers ? 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. No, sir. 

The Chairman. They were commanded by United States officers, 
were they not ? 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. I think not. They were under the com- 
mand of General Schofield, who was a Uniteil States officer, and he 
was also appointed, or it was agreed by Governor Gamble and Presi- 
dent Lincoln that they should be under his command, but they were 
still under the command of the State officers also. 

Mr. Lloyd. Yes; but I think you hardly understood. They were 
under the control of General Schofield, subject to the authority of 
General Schofield. He was, as far as the Missouri MiUtia was con- 
cerned, the commander in chief. 
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Mr. Shackleford. And organized under orders from the Depart- 
ment here, by authority of the United States. 

Mr. Smith of Missouri. Every one of them; that is what I say. 

Mr. Lloyd. But your idea is now that it was a State institution, 
rather than having any connection with the National Government? 

Mr. Bartholdt. I shall clear up that point from the statement 
Mr. Rhodes made at the last session. , 

Mr. Hamlin. I have a letter written to me by an officer in the Army 
who is entirely familiar with the miUtia organizations, I think, in 
the State, miile he does not go into full detail, he mentions this fact 
right on the point you have been discussing. The following is an 
abstract from the letter: 

We had many militia organizations in this State, among them 14 regiments called 
the Missouri State Militia, and more than 7 regiments called the Provisional Missouri 
Militia. These regiments were called into ex;istence by Mr. Lincoln in 1861 and 1863 
and have been recognized and pensioned the same as volunteer troops and they need 
no further legislation. 

But there were more than 85 regiments that were called the Enrolled Missouri 
Militia and many other long-term and short-term militia forces besides a little 
company for every county in the State for home protection. These last organizations 
had an indefinite term of enlistment under the State, were paid by the State, and in 

glace of being discharged from the service of the State, they were simply " relieved 
■om duty" under special orders from the adjutant-generals' office of Missouri, whose 
records will give you definite information about these matters, etc. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. »The letter which was just read by the gen- 
tleman seems to clear up the matter to some extent, and I was about 
to refer to an agreement, or arrangement, entered into between Gov- 
ernor Gramble, of Missouri, and rresident Lincoln. President Lin- 
coln, as Commander in Chief of the Army of the United States, had 
the right to make such executive orders anecting the Army as exigen- 
cies required, and here is submitted a copy of this agreement entered 
into between President Lincoln and Governor Gamble, of Missouri, 
which was recorded in volume 1, series 3, pages 618 and 619, of the 
Official Records of the Union and Confederate Armies. This is an 
agreement, or an arrangement, submitted by Governor Gamble to 
President Lincoln, in which he tenders the Enrolled Militia — I will 
call it Enrolled Militia — or the Missouri Militia, for service in sup- 
pressing the rebellion. There is a complete tender of it made. 

Mr. Chaney. Then the President accepted certain portions of it? 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. The agreement is too long to read. As a 
result of this agreement, on November 6, 1861, he telegraphed the 
governor as follows: 

This plan approved with the modification that the governor stipulates that when he 
commissions a major-general of militia it shall be the same person at the time in com- 
mand of the United States Department of the West; and in case the United States 
shall change such commander of the department, he (the governor) will revoke the 
State commission given to the person relieved and give one to the person substituted 
to the United States command of said department. 

As a result of the agreement,. General Orders, No. 96, was issued 
by the War Department of the United States, which legalized the 
agreement so far as the Federal Government was concerned, and 
reduced it to the form of military law, by which these forces were to 
be enrolled, armed, equipped, and governed. General Orders, No. 96, 
is of record in series 1, volume 3, pages 565 to 566, inclusive. Official 
Records of the Union and Confederate Armies. 

Mr. Hamlin. May I ask, have you General Orders, No. 107? 
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Mr. Smith, of Missouri. I think I have. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Chaney. Now, Mr. Smith, are not the soldiers accepted by 
the agreement, the militia accepted by that agreement, the ones who 
are now pensioned ? 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. Yes, it does include part of them. It is 

{'ust as Secretary Root said, a part of this militia, which is covered 
)y this arangement between Governor Gamble and the President, 
has, for some cause or other, and, as Mr. Rhodes «ays, for some unde- 
finable reasons, so far as we can understand, been pensioned. 

Mr. Chaney. Have you called upon the Secretary of War for 
explanation of the distinction made ? 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. I never have, but Secretary Root says 
there is no distinction. 

The Chairman. Is it not a fact that out of that mass of militia cer- 
tain men assumed certain duties that the others did not perform? Is 
not that all there is in it ? 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. Mr. Chairman, I can not answer that 
question. 

Mr. Alexander, of Missouri. If you will pardon me a moment, in 
answer to the chairman's question, I will say, as far as service is con- 
cerned, that William C. Gilliland, of Missouri, an old soldier of the 
civil war, has been in touch with them ever since, and I frequently 
have had conversations with him, and I have asked him why the dis- 
tinction was made between the Missouri State Militia and the Enrolled 
Missouri MiUtia, and he said he could not understand why it was done ; 
that many of the Enrolled Missouri Militia did as much service as did 
the others for the State and to the nation, and he never could under- 
stand the distinction made between them. The Enrolled Missouri 
Militia, of course, were under the control of the governor, and they 
did service wholly within the State of Missouri. The Enrolled Mis- 
souri MiUtia were the men who fought with Bill Anderson, as I under- 
stand. They had hard service, but they were not in the miUtary 
service of the United States. 

Mr. Chaney. Did the men not afterwards serve the Government in 
any respect? 

Mr. Alexander, of Missouri. Not in a technical sense. They 
were not of the Missouri troops the enlisted men,' who went into the 
United States Army. These men were retained at home. They had 
hard service in the State. I have a letter now from an old man which 
calls attention to rule 6 of your committee. I wrote him that the 
Enrolled Missouri Militia, except where they performed some special 
service for the Government or were wounded while cooperating with 
United States troops, under your rules could not be pensioned. He 
replied to me as follows: 

In regard to rule 6 we did military duty with those recognized, with the Army, 
Company K, Ninth Missouri State Militia, in 1864, in trying to repel the invasion of 
Price's army that made the raid in Missouri. Part of Captain Younger's company was 
taken prisoners at Glasgow, Mo., by the Confederate army. 

Mr. HoLLiDAY. If the gentleman would permit me, I would like to 
observe at this point that the confusion arose out of the chaotic con- 
dition that existed at that time. When the war first broke out the 
man who was governor tried to take the State into the Confederacy. 
When that attempt was made I was there in that immediate neigh- 
borhood. There was a general uprising throughout the State, and 
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each locality acted upon its own initiative. Each locality raised 
troops. They called them different names; some called' them 
enrolled militia, and for a long time there was no concert of action. 
Missouri is a -very big State. There were not many railroads at that 
time, and the means of communication was not great, and I think I 
can say that I personally know that in a great many localities each 
locality acted for itself. They refused to recognize the attempt made 
by the governor to take the State out of the Union, and for a long 
time there was no unity of loyal men in each locality. They acted as 
appeared to them the best way to act, and they got different names 
for their different kinds of militia, and that gave nse originally to the 
confusion that exists now. 

iir. Hamlin. Ihere are several of those companies that I know of 
that were captured by the Confederates in trying to repel them from 
Missouri. I know Captain Babcock's company and Captain Shoe- 
maker's company lost a large number of men in Price's last raid in 
open conflict with the Confederate forces under command of the 
general movement of the Federal Army. 

Mr. Dixon. Were those men who were injured pensioned? 

Mr. Hamlin. They are drad. 

Mr. Dixon. Some of them, I suppose, were injured? 

Mr. Hamlin. Some of them got special bills, but some of them got 
nothing. Captain Babcock's company and Captain Shoemaker's 
did, I happen to know of my own knowledge, take an active part in 
driving Price out of Missouri, and both of those lost considerable men 
in several instances. Yet not one of these old fellows is on the pen- 
sion roll, and those who got killed are just as dead as if they had been 
killed in the regular service. ^ 

Mr. Alexander, of Missouri. In the years past, just in individ- 
ual instances, the old fellows have been pensioned by special acts, and 
their comrades do not understand why they were pensioned and others 
were left out. I have been annoyed this session considerably on 
account of this fact. There was an old man of Gentry County who 
was an enrolled militiaman, who was pensioned, and his comrades, 
knowing they were just as meritorious and they had just as great serv- 
ice, wondered why the distinction was made. I call their attention 
to the present rules of the committee and say there is more care taken 
now; that it is not a favor to each Congressman; that each case comes 
up and is passed on its merits, and there is no hope for him now on a 

feneral till. There are not very many in my district, but those, I 
now, are deserving men. 
Mr. Smith, of Missouri. Mr. Chairman, I want to give wav to Mr. 
Bartholdt. 

Mr. Bartholdt. Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I unfortunately 
have another committee meeting, and must, therefore, ask you to 
hear me now. I am merely taking as a basis what our expert in 
Missouri on this question stated before the committee in the last 
Congress. I wish to call attention to the following facts : Of course, 
the first point you want to determine is, were these troops in the 
United States service, and what evidence have we to present to prove 
that fact? The organizations named in the bill before you are the 
Enrolled Missouri Militia, the Provisional Enrolled Militia, the Six 
Months' Militia, the Missouri Militia, and a few independent organ- 
izations. These organizations were brought into the United States 
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service and are not militiamen, or State militia, as are to be found and 
were found during the civil war in many of the other States, but 
they were called into the service by virtue of an agreement between 
the then governor, Mr. Gamble, and President Lincoln. 

Mr. Smith, of ^lissouri. Which I referred to. 

Mr. Bartholdt. Yes. Mr. Rhodes then called attention to the 
fact that certain conditions existed in Missouri that did not exist in 
other States, just as Judge Alexander has just pointed out. It was 
for that reason, this extraordinary and abnormal condition, that 
President Lincoln made this agreement with Governor Gamble. 
What evidence have we? Here is a letter from President Lincoln. 
He was called upon to disband the Enrolled Missouri MiUtia, and he 
states as follows : 

As to the Enrolled Militia, I shall endeavor to ascertain better than I now know 
what is its exact value. Let me say now, however, tl at your proposal to substitute 
national force for the Enrolled Militia implies that, in your judgment, the latter i& 
doing something which needs to be done; and, if so, the proposition to throw that 
force away and to supply the place by bringing other forces from the field, where 
they are equally needed, seems to be very extraordinary. Whence shall they come? 
Shall they be withdrawn from Banks or Grant or Steele or Rosecrans? Few thin^ 
have been so grateful to my anxious feelings as when, in June last, the local force m 
Missouri aided General Schofield to so promptly send so large a general force to the 
relief of General Grant, then investing Vicksburg and menaced from without by 
General Johnston. Was this all wrong? Should the Enrolled Militia then have 
been broken up and General Herron detached from Grant to police Missouri? So 
far from finding cause to object, I confess to a sympathy for whatever relieves our 
general force in Missouri and allows it to serve elsewhere. I therefore, as at present 
advised ,- can not attempt the destruction of the Enrolled Militia of Missouri. I may 
add that the force being under the national military control, it is also within the 
proclamation in regard to the habeas corpus. 

But the President did not stop with that isolated declaration. He 
went so far as to have his friend and contemporary, General Schofield, 
promulgate the proclamation of the writ of habeas corpus to all the 
militia forces in the State of Missouri which had been brought into 
the service as a result of this agreement between the President and 
the governor. 

Mr. Chaney Who was he writing to there ? 

Mr. Bartholdt. The name is not given, but I think it is to one of 
the leaders of the Clay Banks party, wliich wanted the militia dis- 
banded. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. Drake and others wanted to remove 
Schofield. 

Mr. Bartholdt. As to the proclamation of the habeas corpus, it 
was issued through the military department of the West, a proclama- 
tion of the President, dated September 15, 1863, suspending the 
privilege of the writ of habeas corpus in the cases of persons belong- 
ing to the land and naval forces of the United States. And yet, when 
these men make application for pension, they are told by the War 
Department and the Pension Office that they are not soldiers of the 
United States Army, though, I repeat, the President proclaimed that 
the suspension of the writ of habeas corpus ^4n the cases of persons 
belonging to the land and naval forces of the United States and other 
persons therein described will be held to apply to all Missouri Militia 
called into active service under the orders of the department com- 
mander.'' 

I think that proclamation ought to settle, the question forever. 
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Now, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, for sixteen years I have tried 
to secure recognition for these organizations, which 1 and the majority 
of the people of Missouri believe to be due them on account of services 
rendered. And I hope now, when your pension legislation is cover- 
ing nearly every case imaginable, that the committee will see fit to 
taKe up the Missouri case first when you come to consider militia 
organizations at all, and you can see from the facts I presented that 
they are occupying an exceptional status, because tney have been 
recognized under these agreements by the President or the United 
States as belonging to the regular volunteer organizations of the 
Army. They have not been regularly mustered in and mustered out 
as the others, but they were mustered in in the State, under an order 
from the military authorities, and, consequently, as far as pension 
legislation and benefits to accrue to them is concerned, should be 
treated on an equal basis with the others. I hope that the state- 
ments presented last year by Mr. Rhodes, to which I again call your 
attention, will be read by you and will be taken a§ a basis of favor- 
able action on the bill now before you. I thank you very much. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. Secretary Root, in compiling Document 
412, in response to a request by the United States Senate, made a 
compilation of the various military organizations of the State of 
Missouri, and in it states that the provisional regiments were simply 
detailed from the regiments of the Enrolled Missouri Militia and their 
military status was precisely the same as the original force. 

They were Missouri Militia, organized under the militia law of the State for State 
service, were paid by the State, and while on duty under command of United States 
officers, were clothed and subsisted by the United States. Like the original force, 
they served in defense of the State of Missouri and incidentally in the defense of the 
United States. 

The point I am making is that they occupy precisely the same 
military status as the men we are now seeking to have pensioned and 
should occupy the same pensionable status. By some means or 
other, by diligence, I presume, some Congressmen or legislators have 
managed to have these certain militiamen pensioned. 

Mr. Chaney. We ought to know precisely what is the reason those 
men were pensioned and these were omitted, because that will be the 
basis by which we will act. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri (quoting): 

The provisions of this title are extended to the officers and privates of the Missouri 
State Militia and the Provisional Missouri Militia disabled "by reason of injury received 
or disea^ contracted in the line of duty while such militia was cooperating with the 
United States forces, and the widow or children of any such person dying of injury 
received or disease contracted under the circumstances herein set forth. 

Secretary Root said they occupied exactly the same pensionable 
status that the Enrolled Militia and other militia did whom we are 
now seeking to have pensioned. 

Mr. Chaney. Then he named two of the classes of the Missouri 
Militia and did not name anybody else when they pensioned those 
men. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. That seems to be the fact. 

Mr. Hackney. I have the digest of^ension laws, compiled iii 1885. 
It was one that I ran across that has more in regard to the Missouri 
organizations than any book I could find, and contains a copy of the 
resolution of Congress approved July 12, 1862. That was for the 
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employment of a commission to go and ascertain what organizations 
had rendered service to the National Government up to that time. 
That is called the Hawkins Taylor Commission, named from Hawkins 
Taylor, chairman of the Commission, and the report of the Com- 
mission was made in September, 1863. There are many errors in 
the Hawkins Taylor Commission report by reason of their coming to 
Missomi and making their investigation right in the midst of the 
worst turmoil that there ever was in the State, more especially in 
my section of the State, where practically no one was at home. They 
reported certain companies and regiments and organizations had 
been doing military service for the Government, and they went on 
to the roll as being in the military service of the Government, and 
hence they were given a pensionable status. Now, since that time, 
the Enrolled Missouri Militia was organized, and brought into exist- 
ence by Special Orders, No. 101, by the governor of Missouri, in 
1862. The resolution for the Hawkins Taylor Commission provided 
that it was to make a finding of those who rendered military service 
previous to the appointment of the Commission, but this says here 
'Hhat was called into service.^' That is, it was organized under tliis 
order '^ calling into service the arms-bearing citizens of the State 
subject, to military duty.'' 

The Chairman. Which one of those was that; which organization? 

Mr. Hackney. The Missouri Enrolled Militia. 

The Chairman. That is not mentioned at all in the statute. 

Mr. Hackney. That is a big organization that is not covered by 
the existing pension laws, but I say the reason of it is that the Haw- 
kins-Taylor Commission made its finding and report of the military 
service to the National Government under some of its officers pre- 
vious to the Enrolled Militia going into the field, previous to the 
service that was actually rendered by this Missouri Enrolled Militia. 

Mr. HoLLiDAY. I do not know whether it is shown there anywhere, 
but, as a matter of fact, the practice of those rebel raiders was to 
€ome up and cut the railroads, and in a good many cases these En- 
rolled Militia were detailed to guard the railroad. I have seen them 
on duty. I saw them engaged in a skirmish with a lot of Price's 
raiders returning from the North after their battles up there, and they 
were at that time guarding what we called '^blockhouses,'^ and they 
were stationed at bridges and other vulnerable points, railroads, 
-and so forth, and while they did not have a great deal of fighting to 
do, if they had not been there somebody else would have had to have 
been there. 

Mr. Hackney. This book gives, not in full, but a pretty fair idea 
of the diflerent organizations of the State, some of the orders that were 
made, and the correspondence, except the letter from President 
Lincoln. I think that General Ainsworth prepared this article that 
has been referred to as the report of Secretary Koot, and, in fact, have 
assurance of that fact, but he is very familiar w^ith the situation and 
he attributes the lack of official record information of the military 
service rendered by these Missouri Enrolled Militia to the fact that 
there was no constituted Fedeitil authority to go and make a report, 
and their records here are. defective in that they do not show when 
a particular service was rendered, but that is left absolutely to the 
State records and to the memory of the individuals w^ho were in the 
conflict. In my own locality I know several gentlemen who were 
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in the early military organizations, the Home Guards, for instance, 
over in Lawrence County. I know one man who was in the Home 
Guards and who was afterwards in the Enrolled Militia, the service 
being as arduous in the latter organization as in the former. I know 
the battle of Wilsons Creek at Springfield was when most of the 
Home Guards were disbanded. 

Those in the service the requisite time, or injured in the service, 
have a pensionable status, ancl those serving during what you might 
call the more trying times in 1863 and 1864, when the service was 
just as arduous in protecting lives and property of the people of the 
State and repelling invasion from sometimes organized, but more 
often almost constantly disorganized, raiding forces, were the ones 
who did the service, but have not the recognized right. In my sec- 
tion it is said that there was a very frequent interchange of business 
across the line between Missouri and Kansas and Indian Territory, 
and sometimes the parting was very painful, and it was a pretty hard 
thing to keep order along the borders of any of the States. There 
were marauaing forces going back and forth, and sometimes wearing 
one uniform and sometimes the other, but always in disguise, and 
they had to be kept in check, and were kept in check by those mili- 
tary organizations in that section. This report goes into detail. Of 
course, we are getting this somewhat scattered out, but it seems to 
me that there is sufficient record evidence in the correspondence from 
the Federal authorities at that time with the State authorities of 
Missouri to show the fact that these men in the Missouri Enrolled 
Militia — and that takes the great body of them to a very great ex- 
tent, not all of them, some of them did not render the service, some 
of them did not do any special military service — but the great bulk 
of these organizations did render just the same service as their 
neighbors who were mustered in regularly and under the regularly 
constituted authorities in the national defense. 

Mr. Alexander, of Missouri. Is it not true that the great body of 
these men did enlist in the volunteer service of the United States ? 

Mr. Hackney. I have not any statistics as to the number. One 
gets the impression from the result that a good many of them were 
left out, and I think that if the committee looked into the subject 
they will feel that there has not been any special regard at all times 
for any logical method of getting a bill through, but this organization 
would be taken care of by this resolution and another by another. 
That has been my observation of the previous legislation pensioning 
specifically certain organizations and leaving others out, and I think 
trie reason of that was largely the Hawkins-Taylor Commission report. 

Mr. Lloyd. Mr. Smith has given this matter considerable attention, 
and the rest of us, without any previous concert of action, have inter- 
rupted him very much, and I now ask, as a matter of favor to the 
rest of the delegation and to Mr. Smith, that he be permitted to con- 
clude his remarks. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. I was saying that from what has been 
already stated the arrangement Between Governor Gamble and 
President Lincoln, and also the comment on that by Secretary Root, 
who was Secretary of War at that time, it seems to me that tlie proof 
is abundant that the militia in Missouri, most of them — I will 
not say all of them — were in the service of the United States. It 
is true they were defending Missouri, but Missouri was a part of 
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the Union and was a border State, and its defense, as you well 
know, was very important to the cause, and when there was any 
military movement that amounted to anything it was alwaj^s under 
the control and command of some Ignited States officer. General 
Schofield was, for a lon^^: time, the commander of all the forces in 
Missouri, all the militia forces, and then came General Kosecrans, 
and he was the commander until near the close of the war. General 
Schofield was removed for some cause or other which I do not remem- 
ber, but I know that Mr. Drake, who was afterwards prominent in 
politics in Missouri, was one of the leading spirits in the movement to 
remove General Schofield. I was about old enough at the time of the 
war to know somethin t; about the militia, especially in my part of 
the State. My father was a member of it. He served six months. 
It was not three months, or two months, or thirty days, but abso- 
lutely six months, to my certain' knowledge, in the ilissouri Militia. 

Mr. Dixon. Continuous service? 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. Continuous service, scouting all over north- 
east Arkansas and southern Missouri. 

Mr. Chaney. To whom did he report for duty, a United States 
officer? 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. The United States officer located at the 
city of Cape Girardeau. They were commanded from that point. I 
was about 11 years old, but I was old enough to remember it 
mighty well, and his company was called Captain Cochran's company. 
There is no trouble about getting statistics of these facts from the 
adjutant-general of Missoun. It is true the information is not here 
in Washington, except such reports as have been sent by the 
adjutant-general to the Secretary of War's office. 

Mr. Chaney. They kept a complete record? 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. They kept a complete record, and you can 
get the complete record of every man who did service. 

The Chairman. If they kept a complete record, is it not a fact 
that when the Government refunded they filed something here to 
show that the State of Missouri paid these men for the service they 
rendered ? 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. Thejr did not pay the men; they only 
reimbursed the State of Missouri. 

The Chairman. That is right, but they reimbursed Missouri 
man for man as they did every State in the Union. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. That is true. 

The Chairman. Can not that be got at? 

Mr. Smiih, of Missouri. It is to be gotten from reports of the 
adjiitant-general of Missouri. 

The Chairman. But they must have been filed here before they 
could get that money. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. Really, I am not informed on that. 

Mr. HoLLiDAY. Do you know there is a man here now from the 
adjutant-generaPs office of the State of Missouri copying the records 
in the city of Washington — at least a man who told me he was doing it ? 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. No; I do not. 

Mr. HoLLEDAY. He has been engaged for several weeks in the city 

of Wasliington copying records here for the adjutant-generars office. 

^ Mr. Calderhead. Mr. Chairman, just a minute. The rolls of the 

miUtia that were examined by the Hawkins Taylor Commission are 
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all on file in the War Department, but the rolls of the militia subse- 
quent to that time are not. They are in the adjutant-generars office 
in Missouri. The chairmah's idea is that if the State was reimbursed 
for any of those who served subsequently those rolls would also be on 
file, but they are not. The State was reimbursed upon other evi- 
dence, from the acts of the legislature of the State of Missouri and 
the records of the State treasurer. 

The Chairman. Is it not the fact that in Kansas, when you 
repelled Price, or whoever it may have been you rounded up there, 
that Kansas was reimbursed for the amount of money that Kansas 
paid to the militia that went out and drove them back? 

Mr. Calderhead. Yes, sir; but it was not upon the muster rolls 
of the companies. 

The Chairman. What evidence could they have? 

Mr. Calderhead. They had the acts of the legislature authoriz- 
ing the State to issue bonds. 

The Chairman. Including everything without reference to the 
service of the individual? Well, that was not so in our State. 

Mr. HoLLiDAY. I think that was so in Kansas and Missouri. I 
think that is correct. 

Mr. Calderhead. They just paid a lump sum. 

The Chairman. That is not the way they did in the East. 

Mr. HoLLiDAY. In Pennsylvania they filed the muster rolls. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. Vv ith respect to the Missouri Home Guards, 
whose pensionable status was examined into by the Hawkins Taylor 
Commission, this resolution or act was passed bv Congress May 15, 
1886: 

That the Secretary of War be, and is hereby, authorized and directed to furnish, upon 
their several applications therefor, a certificate of discharge to each and every member 
of the Missouri Home Guards whose claims for pay were adjudicated by the Hawkins 
Taylor Commission under the act approved March twenty-fifth, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-two, and the several acts supplemental thereto. 

We had none of the Missouri Home Guards in my part of the State. 
They were confined to the central portion and the northeastern por- 
tion, if I am correctly informed. 

iir. Alexander, of Missouri. Some in the northwest. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. Perhaps. some in the northwest, but we did 
not have the Home Guards in our part of the State.. Here is another 
act, approved February 15, 1895: 

That the provisions of the act of June twenty-seventh, eighteen hundred and ninety, 
be, and are hereby, extended to include the officers and privates of the Missouri State 
Militia and the Provisional Missouri Militia who served ninety days during the late war 
of the rebellion and were honorably discharged, and to the widows and minor children 
of such persons. The provisions of this act shall include all such persons now on the 
pension rolls, or who may hereafter apply to be admitted thereto. 

Just a few words more. Thpse men who have been pensioned by 
the Hawkins-Taylor Commission and Congress, and the Missouri State 
Militia and Provisional Missouri Militia, according to Secretary Root 
and according to the testimony which we have submitted, are by 
agreement occupying the very same status, as I have heretofore 
stated, as the men we are now seeking to have pensioned. You have 
two or three acts of Congress with respect to these men. Unless you 
want more thorough investigation and a stronger case made up, a 
better case made up, it does seem that the case has already been made 
in behalf of these militia. I do not know what else can be asked. 
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Two or three different Congresses have already acted upon the very 
same testimony, exactly the same testimony. I say there is enough 
testimony here to convince any jury on «arth, as was said by Mr. 
Rhodes. I would not want a better case. 

Mr. Chaney. We are bound to go to the original sources of informa- 
tion and find out what the real fact is, but we have not anything more 
than mere assertions yet. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. I am not insinuating but what this com- 
mittee would act absolutely fairly in the matter, but I am saying, as 
an attorney or advocate, that it strikes me that w^e have already all 
the testimony that we — I would not say ''need." What channels, 
what avenues, would any member of this committee suggest that we 
should pursue in order to try to get other testimony than we have 
and has been submitted here? 

Mr. Chaney. This is exactly the point: Get these organizations 
that are not included in the laws by which parties are now pensioned, 
and let us see from the actual military history of those organizations 
that they do occupy the same position. Mere assertion n'om some- 
body that they do will not answer the purpose. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. The Senate Document 416, submitted by 
the Secretary of War, submits this whole proposition. 

Mr. Lloyd. Mr. Chaney makes a very proper point. He says sub- 
mit the record. That is what we want. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. I will submit that document as a part of 
my statement. 

Mr. Lloyd. You say you have the document, but you have not 
submitted it. It is just like a trial of a case where a man says, ^'Here 
is a deed,^' but he does not submit it. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. I will submit the document. I have it in 
my office — Senate Document 412, Fifty-seventh Congress, first session, 
prepared by Secretary Root, which will be submitted to the com- 
mittee. One other point, and I am through. In answer to your 
point, Mr. Chaney, that this committee should consider all the States 
that are in the same situation, will that devolve upon the Missouri 
delegation to bring in the other States ? 

Mr. Chaney. Oh, no. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. Should we be postponed because other 
States are negligent ? 

Mr. Chaney. I do not know ; that is merely my suggestion. 

Mr. Smith, of Missouri. Are w^e to be postponed because they have 
declined to make the effort? 

Mr. Chaney. They have not declined. 

Mr. HoLLiDAY. I think you can say that there is no other State 
where conditions are' the same. 

STATEMENT OF HON. W. W. RUCKEE, A EEPEESENTATIVE IN 
CONGRESS FROM THE STATE OF MISSOURI. 

Mr. RucKER. Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I want to be heard 
only for a moment. I want to say that all of the Missouri delegation 
have given, from time to time, consideration to this question. The 
absence of some of the Missouri delegation to-day does not suggest any 
lack of interest in this great matter. My colleague, Mr. Clark, 
would be here but for other official duty that necessarily compelled 
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him to be away. The same is true of Mr. Lamar, who is unavoidably 
absent from tue city. He is one of the most earnest advocates of 
favorable action on one of these bills for the relief of the Missouri 
Militia. Mr. Caulfielfl, of St. Louis, is in attendance upon the 
Judiciary Committee and therefore can not be here. 

Mr. Calderhead. Congressman Ellis also, of Kansas City. 
The Chairman. We shall assume they are all anxious to be here. 
Mr. Rucker. I take it they all would have been here if possible. 
Mr. Lloyd. I think that the fact ought to go in, in view of reference 
that one of the Missouri papers has made to Mr. Ellis. 

Mr. Rucker. I was told that Mr. Ellis would be here but for the 
fact that he is unavoidably detained. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, I realize the impropriety, to say the least, of 
trying to discuss this question at this time in view of the fact that 
but few minutes remain and other colleagues want to go on record 
as favoring it. I think we can all accept the suggestion made by the 
gentleman from Indiana, Mr. Chancy, and provide the data required 
by this committee. I think it is in existence. 

It does seem to me, when we furnish the statement of an ex-Secre- 
tary of War, showing that these militia organizations to which we 
seek to give pensionable status by this legislation performed ident- 
ically the same kind of service as was performed by other militarj 
forces of the United States; that when we emphasize before this 
conimittee the solemn declarations of the then President of the 
United States, Mr. Lincoln, showing the great importance he at- 
tached to the service which was being performed by the Enrolled 
Missouri Militia, in fact all the Missouri Militia at that time, all the 
different organizations, I believe we have made our case complete. 
And submitting it to a body of gentlemen whose attitude on many 
occasions has shown their fidelity and their loyalty to that great 
band of citizens and patriots of our country who risked their lives 
and their all for the preservation of the Union, I believe we have 
w on our case, and reacned a point in the history of the United States 
where the National Congress is going to be magnanimous, or at least 
just, toward those of our constituents who thus far have been ignored 
and discriminated against.* And I want to say to you that the citizens 
of Missouri, of all parties, will hail with delight the favorable report 
of this committee, which I believe will be forthcoming, granting to 
these men, valiant, brave, and true as they are, who are now old, 
afflicted, and suffering from the ills accompanying old age; when we 
bear tidings to them that the committee of the House of Representa- 
tives has done justice so long delayed to these old soldiers, I say it 
will meet with approval universal throughout the State of Missouri, 
The Chairman. What does your bill cover ? 

Mr. Rucker. There were several bills introduced here. I believe 
my bill covers them all, and other bills do also. 

The Chairman. Mr. Smith says it is the same thing. 
Mr. Rucker. I want to say franklj that my bill is, I believe, 
substantially a reproduction of a bill introduced, by Mr. Rhodes, to 
whom we all unite in giving credit for the valuable assistance he has 
been to us in hunting out the historical facts accompanying and 
associated with these questions. I might say just one other word, 
if I may trespass just a half a minute longer. Some question has 
been made aoout the number of soldiers embraced in these bills.

Of course, I know, speaking to you gentlemen, that is a matter not 
to be ignored, but a matter wfiich will not furnish a guide to the 
committee. If the Government ought to pay these men, then the 
Government will pay them, regardless of what it is going to cost. 
We vote with CTeat pleasure for every proposition wnich tends to 
better the conoitions of the old soldier ana the widow of the old 
soldier, and nothing has afforded us Democrats in the House of 
Representatives more pleasure than when we had the chance to 
perpetuate in the memory and the hearts of this coimtry forever 
their gratitude for the chairman of this committee, my good friend, 
Mr. SuUoway, when we recently voted unanimously for tne adoption 
of the SuUoway bill. 

• Then I want to say, with reference to numbers, that I believe it has 
been roughly stated that there were about 20,000 in Missouri. In my 
judgment tfiat is far in excess of thg total number of those who now 
survive. The fact is, we first started in with Missouri Militia, and 
after serving three months or four months, or some period of time, 
they were organized under a different name; the same men enli ted 
agam, but their names go on the record each time, and so it frequently 
happens that a man has his name entered in three or four organiza- 
tions, and consequently the apparent sum total is above the actual 
sum total. I thank you gentlemen for your kindness. 

STATEMENT OF HON. T. T. RXTSSELL, A BEPRESENTATIVE IN 
CONGRESS FEOM THE STATE OF MISSOURI. 

*^ Mr. Russell. In view of the fact that the time allotted to the 
Missouri delegation for this hearing has now been consumed, I will 
not, of course, undertake to make any extended remarks. I will 
merely state that I desire to indorse all that has been said by the 
Missouri delegation in favor of the measures pending before this 
committee and before Congress in behalf of the Missoun Militia, and 
add simply this: I understand from the records that have been 

[)resentea nere this morning and the statements made by mj col- 
eagues^familiar with the facts that the Missouri Enrolled Militia was 
recognized by President Lincoln as a part of the Union forces, and 
not only recognized by him, but that it actually rendered service in 
defense of the Union cause and the Government in the civil war 
and fought for the preservation of the Union. Some of these sol- 
diers have been pensioned, as I understand, by special bills. Certain 
companies of the militia, I believe, have been made pensionable 
by .general law, but some of the militia that is now not made pen- 
sionable have been given such pensions by special bills, as I under- 
stand, where it has been shown that they were wounded in the 
service. 

I have been informed by members of this committee that this is the 
line of distinction, and that if they were wounded in the service they 
have in some cases been made pensionable bj^ special act. I do not 
think that there should be any such distinction, between those who 
were rendering the same service to the country whether wounded in 
battle or whetlter they stood and fought by the side of the soldier who 
was wounded and especially those who are now helpless, old, and poor. 
It seems to me they all ought to be made pensionable if some of them 
are, by special act. I receive frequent letters that arouse my sym-

patliy in behalf of these old soldiers. I understand that the Govern- 
ment can not proceed upon the ground of sympathy alone, but in this 
case I insist that their requests are peculiarly just. I have here a let- 
ter trom a man who served in the Missouri Militia; it is only a sample 
of a great many letters of the same sort I have received. This old 
soldier is now 81 years old and helpless. He served between seven 
and eight months m the actual service, and was honorably discharged 
hj General McLean, as the letter will state, after having rendered 
faithful service in the civil war in the defense of the Union. I can not 
undertake to go further into detail. I have bills pending here, and 
all of the Missouri delegation have bills pending, which seek to make 
the Militia and members of the Home Guard pensionable. Judge 
Rucker's bill is comprehensive, and I would just as soon have it 
reported as any other bill. I urge no particular bill, but we would all 
be glad to have some relief extended to these deserving and in many 
cases needy old soldiers. I now offer the letter referred to, as follows: 

Cape Girardeau, Mo., May 4, 1908. 
Hon. J. J. Russell, Washington, D. C. 

Dear Sir: I wish to ask a fovor of you in regard to a pension. I enrolled for duty 
on the 4th day of September, 1862, at Cape Girardeau, Mo., and was ordered into 
active service as a fifth corporal in XJompany F, Fifty-sixth Regiment Enrolled Mis- 
souri Militia, on the 6th day of October, 1862, at Cape Girardeau, and was relieved from 
dutv May 16, 1863, by General McLane. 

mi. Russell, if I live to the 10th day of March, 1909, I will be 82 years old, and in a 
manner deaf and not able to work. Any favor you will do for me will be thankfully 
received, and I will be under many obligations to you.

STATEMENT OF HON. C. W. HAMLIN, A EEPEESENTATIVE IN 
CONGRESS FROM THE STATE OF MISSOURI. 

Mr. Hamlin. I only want to present one other feature, and that is 
this. I think those records ana other evidence presented here show 
legally the right of these men to be ^ven a pensionable status, but 
aside from that fact, I drew a bill wmch is pending before your com- 
mittee based upon this theory largely, that in equity and good con- 
science, in the mterest of fairness and justice, there are hundreds of 
thege Missouri militia entitled to 6e given a pensionable status. My 
bill provided that ''any of these militia organizations which had 
served ninety days or more,'' adopting the language of the statute of 
1890. You know that imder that statute, if a man was regulariy 
mustered in and served ninety days or more, and contracted any 
kind of disease, and so forth, he was then entitled to get on the pen- 
sion roll, when making proof of that fact. 

How can you conceive that a man who happened to be in a State 
militia organization, not f ormaUy mustered m so as to get in under 
the law of 1890, but who served ninety days or more, right along 
shoulder to shoulder, with the man who was regularly mustered in, 
and this militiaman receiving a wound or contracting disease in the 
service of his country, should have been delayed for forty-five years? 
How can he be denied the right to go upon the pension rolls when he 
makes that proof, simply because he was not mustered in, or perhaps 
formally discharged, being a member of a State militia organization? 
I put it more upon that theory than upon any technical legal right 
he might have or might not have. I can not conceive of John Smith 
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and his neighbor, Will Jones, who served right alongside of each 
other, Will Jones happening to be formally mustered in, and Smith 
rendering as good service as Jones, Jones receiving a pension because 
he was mustered in and formally discharged, but Smith denied a 
pjension because he happened to belong to a State military organiza- 
tion, I think that if 1 were a member of the committee 1 would be 
guided largely by that fact. I will not trespass upon your time. 

STATEMENT OF HON. C. F. BOOHEB, A BEFRESENTATIVE IN 
CONGRESS FEOM THE STATE OF MISSOUBI. 

Mr. BooHER. I just want to say to the committee that I indorse 
all that has been said, and could not add anything to what has been 
so well said. There are a great many of these old soldiers in my 
district who feel that Congress should recognize their service by grant- 
ing them a pension. I get numerous letters from them, as these other 
gentlemen do, urging action. I hope the committee will act upon this 
matter and act favorably at this session. 

(Thereupon, at 11.40 o'clock a. m., the committee adjourned.) 



STATEMENT OF FACTS SUBMITTED BY THE MEMBEBS OF CON- 
GBESS FBOM MISSOUBI IN SUPPOBT OF BILLS TO PENSION THE 
MILITIA OF MISSOUBI AND OTHEB STATES, AND FOB THE CON- 
SIDEBATION OF THE COMMITTEE ON INVALID PENSIONS OF 
THE HOUSE OF BEPBE SENT ATI VES. 

The following statement of facts, mainly contained in and abstracted 
from military and Congressional documents, relative to the various 
militia organizations of Missouri of the period of the civil war, is 
submitted in support of several bills introduced bv Members of Con- 
gress from Missouri to pension all members of the Missouri Militia 
who were in actual service as long as ninety days, and is a concise 
explanation of the service of those various organizations. The state- 
ment is made in compliance with the request of Hon. Cyrus A. Sullo- 
way, chairman of the Committee on Invalid Pensions, of the House 
of Representatives, and is as follows: 

THE MISSOURI STATE MILITIA. 

The authority to raise a force of Missouri State Militia, 'Ho cooper- 
ate with the troops in the service of the United States in repelling 
the invasion of tne State of Missouri, and in suppressing reoellion 
therein,' ' was granted to Governor Gamble, of Missouri, under Gen- 
eral Orders, No. 96, issued from the Adjutant-GeneraPs office in 
Washington, D. C, on November 7, 1861. 

This general order followed as the result of an agreement entered 
into by and between President Lincoln and Governor Gamble, and 
dated ''Executive Mansion, Washington, November 5, 1861," and 
which is recorded in volume 1, series 3, pages 618-619, inclusive, of 
the official records of the Union and Confederate armies. This 
agreement is as follows : 

Executive Mansion, 
Washington, November 5, 1861. 

The governor of the State of MiBsouri, acting under the direction of the convention 
of that State, proposes to the Government of the United States that he will raise a 
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militia force to serve within the State as State militia during the war there, to cooperate 
with the troops in the service of the United States in repelling the invasion of the 
State and suppressing rebellion therein, the said State militia to be embodied 
and to be held in the camp and in the field, drilled, disciplined, and governed 
according to the Army Regulations, and subject to the Articles of War; the 
said State militia not to be ordered out of the State, except for the immediate 
defense of the State of Missouri, but to cooperate with the troops in the service 
of the United States in military operations within the State, or necessary to its 
defense^ and when officers of the State militia act with officers in the service of 
the United States of the same grade the officers of the United States service shall 
command the combined force; the State militia to be armed, equipped, clothed, 
subsisted, transported, and paid h^ the United States during such time as they shall 
be actually engaged as an embodied military force in service, in accordance with 
regulations of the United States Army or general orders as issued from time to time. 
In order that the Treasury of the United States may not be burdened with the pay 
of unnecessary officers, the governor proposes that although the State law requires 
him to appoint upon the general staff an adjutant-general, a commissary-general, an 
inspector-general, a quartermaster-general, a paymaster-general, and a surgeon- 
general, each with the rank of colonel of cavalry, yet he proposes that the Govern- 
ment of the United States pay only the adjutant-general, the quart ermastef -general, 
and inspector-general, their services being necessary in the relation which would 
exist between the State militia and the United States. The governor further pro- 
poses that while he is allowed by the State law to appoint aids-de-camp to the gov- 
ernor at his discretion, with the rank of colonel, three only shall be reported to the 
United States for payment. 

He also proposes that the State militia shall be commanded by a single major- 
gen«?aL and by such number of brigadier-generals as shall allow one for a brigade of 
not less than four regiments, and th&t no p-eater number of staff officers shall be 
appointed for regimental, brigade, afld division duties than as provided for in the 
act of Congress of the 22d of Jmy, 1861, and that whatever be the rank of such officers, 
as fixed by the law of the State, the compensation that they shall receive from the 
United States shall only be that which belongs to the rank given by said act of Congress 
to officers in the United States service performing the same duties. The field officers 
of a regiment in the State militia are one colonel, one lieutenant-colonel, and one 
major, and the company officers are a captain, a first lieutenant, and a second 
lieutenant. 

The governor proposes that, as the money to "be disbursed is the money of the United 
States, such staff officers in the service of the United States as may be necessary to act 
as disbursing officers of the State militia shall be assigned by the War Department 
for that duty; or, if such can not be spared from their present duty, he will appoint 
such persons disbursing officers for the State militia as the President of the United 
States may designate. Such regulations as may be required, in the judgment of the 
President, to insure regularity of returns and to protect the United States from any 
fraudulent practices shall be observed and obeyed by all in office in the State 
militia. 

The above propositions are accepted on the part of the United States, and the Secre- 
tai*y of War is directed to make the necessary orders upon the Ordnance, Quartermas- 
ter, CommissarVj Pay, and Medical departments to csLity this agreement into 
ill c 



effect. He will cause the necessary staff officers in the United States service to b 
detailed for duty in connection witn the Missouri State Militia, and will order them 
to make the necessary provisions in their respective offices for fulfilling their agree- 
ment. All requisitions upon different officers of the United States, under this a^e- 
ment, to be made in substance in the same mode of the Missouri State Militia as 
similar requisitions are made for troops in the service of the United States; and the 
Secretary of War will cause -any additional regulations that may be necessary to insure 
r^ularity and economy in carrying this agreement into effect to be adopted and 
communicated to the governor of Missouri for the government of the Missouri State 
Militia. ., l.. 

[Indorsement.] 

November 6, 1861. 
This plan approved with the modification that the governor stipulates that when 
he commissions a major-general of militia it shall be the same person at the time in 
command of the United States Department of the West; and in case the United States 
shall change such commander of the department, he (the governor) will revoke the 
State commission given to the person relieved and give one to the person substituted 
to the United States command of said department. 

A. Lincoln. 
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Almost immediately thereafter, or on November 7, 1861, General 
Orders, No. 96, recorded in series 1, volume 3, pages 565-566, inclusive, 
Official Records of the Union and Confederate Armies, was issued 
and it was as follows: 

General Orders,! War Department, Adjutant-General's Office, 

No. 96. J Washington, November 7, 1861. 

Authority to raise a force of State militia to serve during the war is granted, by 
direction of the President, to the governor of Missouri. This force is to cooperate with 
the troops in the service of the United States in repielling the invasion of the State of 
Missouri and in suppressing rebeUion therein. It is to be held in camp and in the 
field, drilled, disciplined, and governed, according to the regulations of the United 
States Army, and subject to the Articles of War. But it is not to be ordered out of 
the State of Missouri except for the immediate defense of the said State. The State 
forces thus authorized will be, during such time as they shall be actually enga^d as 
an embodied military force in active service, a,rmed, equipped, clothed, suosisted, 
transported, and paid by tiie United States in accordance with the relations of the 
United States Army and such orders as may from time to time be issued from the 
War Department, and in no other manner; and they shall be considered as disbanded 
from the service of the United States whenever the President may so direct. 

In connection with this force the governor is authorized to appoint the following 
officers, who will be recognized and paid by the United States, to wit: One major- 
general, to command the whole of the State forces biought into service, who shidl be 
the same person appointed by the President to command the United States Military 
Department of the West, and shall retain his commission as major-general of the State 
forces only during his command of said department; one adjutant-general, one inspector- 
general, and one quartermaster-general, eaoh with the rank and pay of a colonel 
of cavalry; three aidesnde-camp to the governor, each with the rank and pay of a 
colonel of infantry; brigadier-generals at the rate of one to a brigade of not less than 
four regiments; and division, brigade, and regimental staff officers not to exceed in 
numbers those provided for in the organization prescribed by the act approved July 
22, 1861, "for tne employment of volunteers," nor to be more highly compensated 
by the United States, whatever their normal rank in the State service, than officers 
periorming the same duties tmder that act. 

The field officers of a regiment to be one colonel, one lieutenant-colonel, and one 
major; and the officers of the company to be one captain ^ one first, and one second 
lieutenant. When officers of the said State forces shafl act m conjunction with officers 
of the United States Army of the same grade the latter shall (X)mmand the combined 
force. All disbursements of money made to these troops, or in consequence of their 
employment by the United States, shiJl be made by disbursing officers of the United 
States Army, assigned by tiie War Department or especially appointed by the Presi- 
dent for that purpose, who will make their requisitions upon the different supply 
departments in the same manner for the Missouri State forces as similar requisitions 
are made for other volunteer troops in the service of the United States. The Secre- 
tary of War will cause any additional regulations that may be necessary for the pur- 
pose of promoting economy, insuring regularity of returns, and protecting the United 
States from fraudulent t)ractice8 to oe adopted and published for the government of 
the said State forces, and* the same will be obeyed and observed by all m office under 
the authority of the State of Missouri.

Following this, on November 25, 1861, General Orders, No. 1, was 
issued by Governor Gamble, of Missouri. The agreement between 
the President and the governor was published with the order, which 
is as follows: 

General Orders. \ Headquarters Missouri State Militia, 

No. 1. 7 St. Louis, November 25, 1861. 

This arrangement has been made in order to secure to the troops raised for the pur- 
pose of suppressing insurrection in and repelling invasion of the State of Missouri the 
same compensation as that received by the United States Volunteers. To the end 
that the State militia may be placed as nearly as possible upon the same footing with 
the United States Volunteers, the organization will be made the same, as follows, viz: 
Each regiment shall have one colonel, one lieutenant-colonel, one major, one adju- 
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tant (a lieutenant), one quartermaster (a lieutenant), one surgeon, and one assistant 
sureeon, one sergeant-major, one quartermaster-sergeant, one commissary-sergeant, 
and two principal musicians, and shall be composed of ten companies, each company 
to consist of one captain, one first lieutenant, one second lieutenant, one first sergeant, 
four sergeants, eignt corporals, two musicians, one wagoner, and from sixty-four to 
eighty-two privates. This force to be organized into Brigades of not less than four 
regiments each; each brigade to have one brigadier-general, two aids-de-camp, one 
assistant adjutant-general, with the rank of captain; one surgeon, one assistant quar- 
termaster, and one commissary of subsistence (captains). The company officers are 
to be elected by their respective companies, and tne field and staff ofiicers appointed 
by the governor. The troops already organized under the call of the executive of the 
State can have the benefits of the arrangement made with the Government of the 
United States by increasing the numbers in the companies and regiments to the 
requirements of the arrangement and being mustered into service for the war accord- 
ing to its terms, their officers having the rank they now hold. 

Maj. Gen. Henry W. Halleck, of the United States Army, has been appointed and 
commissioned major-general of the Missouri State Militia. 

H. R. Gamble, 
Governor of Missouri. 

Then came the appointment, by Governor Gamble, of Missouri, of 
a brigadier-general of the Missouri State Militia, on November 27, 
1861. Brig. Gen. John M. Schofield, of the United States Army, 
was appointed, and he at once took the command of the militia forces 
of Missouri in compliance with the following order issued by Maj. 
Gen. H. W. Halleck, of the Missouri State Militia: ,^ 

General 0rder8,\ Headquarters Missouri State Militia, 

No. 1. / St. Louis, November i7, lS61. 

Brig. Gen. John M. Schofield, of the United States Volunteers, having been ap- 
pointed and commissioned brigadier-general of the Missouri State Militia, is hereby 
placed in command of all the militia of the State. 

H. W. Halleck, 
Major-General, Missouri State Militia. 

The order of Brigadier-General Schofield, in which he announced 
that he had assumed command of the Missouri State Militia, is as 
follows: 

General Orders,! Headquarters Missouri State Militia, 

No. 1. J St. Louis, November 29, 1861. 

In compliance with orders from Major-General HaUeck, of the Missouri State Militia, 
dated St. Louis, November 27, 1861, I hereby assume command of all the militia of 
the State. 

John M. Schofield, 
Brigadier-Gerveral, Missouri State Militia, 

Bv these orders Major-General Schofield ^ame into the command 
of all the mihtia forces of Missouri at that time. General Schofield 
continued in command until reheved by Major-General Rosecrans 
on January 30, 1864. In General Orders, No. 4, headquartera State 
of Missouri, February 2, 1864, General Rosecrans was placed in com- 
mand of ''all the militia of the State,'' thus succeeding to the authority 
with respect to the State militia, previously bestowed upon his imme- 
diate predecessor in command of the military department. Gen- 
eral Rosecrans was succeeded, on December 9, 1864, by Major-Gen- 
eral Dodge. 

Early m 1865 the service of the Missouri militia organizations 
expired. Governor Fletcher had succeeded Governor Gamble as 
governor of Missouri. Accordingly, by General Orders, No. 3, 
dated January 30, 1865, and General Orders, No. 28, dated February 
1, 1865, the old agreement between President Lincoln and Governor 
Gamble, as sanctioned in General Orders, No. 96, of the War Depart- 
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ment, and by General Orders, No. 1, of the Missouri State Militia, 
was renewed between President Lincoln and General Dodge on the 
part of the United States Government and Governor Fletcher on 
the part of the State of Missouri and the Missouri militia organiza- 
tions. This agreement was in all particulars identical with the 
previous agreement. 

ENROLLED MISSOURI MILITIA. 

The Enrolled Missouri MiUtia, which consisted of 85 regiments, 16 
battaUons, and 33 independent companies, was organized pursuant 
to General Orders, No. 10, issued by Major-General Schofield on 
July 22, 1862. In this order General Schofield said: 

'*The mihtia thus organized will be governed by the Articles of War 
and Army Regulations, and will be subject to do duty under the 
orders of the commanding officers of the post where they enrolled, or 
such other officers of the United States troops or Missouri MiUtia, 
regularly mustered into service, as maybe assigned to their command.'' 
(CBficial Records of the Union and Confederate Armies, Series I, 
Vol. XIII, page 506.) 

On Marcn 12, 1865, by act of the Missouri legislature, this organiza- 
tion was disbanded, having been in service two years and ^ght 
months. 

That the Enrolled Missouri MiUtia was looked upon by General 
Schofield and other officials as nearly related to if not a part of the 
Regular United States Army is borne out hj the following excerpts 
from General Orders and correspondence, issued and written by 
various Federal and State officials : 

General Orders,! Headquarters of Missouri State Militia, 

No. 23. / St. Louis, July 28, 1862. 

AU persons who prefer to contribute money rather than personal service in the 
Enrolled Militia can procure exemption from military duty for one year by enrolling 
their names and paying an exemption fee ($10 for each individual and one-tenth of 1 
per cent upon all taxable property) into the militar^^ treasury of 4;he State or of the 
county in which they reside, at the option of the individual. 

The money paid into the State treasury will be used in paying extra bounty and 
other expenses incurred in raising volunteers for the United States service, and will be 
expended under the orders of the governor.

By order of Brigadier-General Schofield : 

C. W. Marsh, 
Assistant Adjutant-General. 

In a telegram to the Secretary of War, dated July 26, 1862, General 
Schofield said: ''I can not possibly meet them (guerrilla bands) with- 
out calling out some of the newly enrolled. May I feed them when I 
find it absolutely necessary?^' To this inquiry no answer has been 
found. 

On the same date, July 26, 1862, General Schofield addressed the 
General in Chief through his assistant adjutant-general: 

Headquarters St. Louis District, 

St. Louis, Mo., July 26, 1862. 
Col. J. C. Kelton, 

Assistant Adjutant-General, Washington, D. C. 
Colonel: 
******* 

I propose to make the militia force thus organized self-sustaining, the expenses of 
those at any time in active service being paid by those who are exempted. I shall 
want arms and ammunition only from the United States. 
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It would, however, greatly aid me could I be authorized to issue subsistence for a 
short time, and when necessary only, until the organization should be perfected. I 
must use at once some of this force, and it is difficult to do so without furnishing sub- 
sistence in certain cases.

513, 514.) 

'To this letter General Halleck rej>lied that captured arms might be 
issued to the militia, but that the militia should Ibe subsisted by requi- 
sitions on rebel sympathizers and the seizures of the property of rebels 
in arms. 

Consequently, General Schofield and the State authorities at- 
tempted to subsist the Enrolled Missouri Militia upon provisions 
seized from rebels and rebel sympathizers, but considerable unwar- 
ranted looting followed and the plan was found to be infeasible. 

On October 12, 1862, Maj. Gen. Samuel R. Curtis, who had been 
assigned, to the command of the Department of the Missouri, addressed 
a letter to the General in Chief, in which he requested authority to 
issue blankets and clothing to the militia in active service. (See Offi- 
cial Records of the Union and Confederate Armies, Series I, Vol. XIII, 
pp. 729, 730.) 

The Secretary of War declined to sanction the issue of clothing as 
recommended iy General Curtis. (See Official Records of the Union 
and Confederate Armies, Series I, Vol. XIII, p. 763.) 

But under date of January 9, 1863, it having been found that the 
Enrolled Missouri Militia could not be subsisted as at first contem- 

Elated by the Federal authorities, an order was issued by General 
urtis, pursuant to authority from the Secretarv of War, in which it 
was announced that, when in actual service, tlie Enrolled Missouri 
Militia would be entitled to draw forage and subsistence, and to be 
furnished transportation by the United States. Following is a copy 
of the order: 

General Orders, No. 4.] 

Headquarters Department of the Missouri, 

St. Louis, Mo., January 9, 1S6S. 
Pursuant to authority of the Secretary of War, the Enrolled Missouri Militia will 
be entitled to draw forage and subsistence, and to be furnished transportation, when 
in actual service, upon requisitions properly approved by the United States officer 
commanding the district in which they may be serving. But such militia will 
in no case be considered in actual service except when called out by the governor 
of the State, or a commander of a district, and only while they are retained in serv- 
ice by such commander. 

By command of Major-General Curtis:

Predicated upon the foregoing order, the following was issued from 
State headquarters: 

Special Orders, No. 4.] 

Headquarters State of Missouri,

I. Provision having been made by the United States authorities for the supply of 
subsistence and forage to the Enrolled Missouri Militia, when in actual service, you 
are therefore ordered to suspend at once all assessments made within the limits of 
your command for the support of the enrolled militia. 
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II. The Enrolled Miseouri Militia, when in actual service by order of competent 
authority, will draw their supplies from the nearest United States post. 
By order of the commander in chief: 

\Vm. D. AVood, Actinfj Adjutant-General. 
(Annual Report Adjutant-General of Missouri, 1863, p. 23.) 

Following this, and on June 7, 1863, authority was given by the 
Secretary of War for the issue of clothing, camp and garrison equi- 
page, and medical supplies to the milita m active service, under the 
command of the commanding general, Department of the Missouri, 
and on Jime 7, 1863, General Orders, No. 47, providing for such issu- 
ance of subsistence, was issued by General Schofield, who had suc- 
ceeded to the command of the Department of the Missouri. 

On September 26, 1864, Major-General Rosecrans, then command- 
ing the Department of the Missouri, issued an address to ^'Missou- 
rians/' appealing to them to rally in the defense of the State against 
the invaaing army of Major-General Sterling Price.* In this order he 
said, with reference to the equipment and subsistence of the militia: 

General Orders,! Headquarters Department of the Missouri, 

No. 176. / St. Louis, Mo., September 2'6, 1864. 

Missourians: |j^ 
* * « * * « « 

V. The governor of the State has been informed of the threatened raid and requested 
to call the militia to serve until the invaders are destroyed or driven from the State. 
I rely upon their courage and patriotism, and have only to say: Let your assembling 
be prompt, and let the commissioned officers see that proper steps are at once taken 
to secure for their commands all needful supplies of arms, equipments, ammunition, 
camp and garrison equipage, and blankets. 

Brig. Gen. E. Anson Moore, chief quartermaster of the State, will furnish these sup- 
plies on requisitions made according to his instructions. 

The chief commissary of the department will furnish subsistence. 
******* 

By command of Major-General Rosecrans: 

J. F. Bennett, 
Assistant Adjutant-General. 

These orders show that forage, subsistence, transportation, arms, 
and equipment were furnished oy the United States to the Enrolled 
Missouri Militia, just as to the regular Union armies. 

PAY OF THE ENROLLED MISSOURI MILITIA. 

The Enrolled Missouri Militia was paid by the State of Missouri in 
the first instance, but the State was reimbursed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment in pursuance of an act approved April 17, 1866, whereby 
Congress authorized the reimbursement of the State of Missouri for 
moneys expended '4n enrolling, equipping, subsisting, and paying 
such State forces as have (had) been called into service in saia State 
since the 24th day of August, 1861, to act in concert with the United 
States forees in the suppression of the rebellion against the United 
States.^' (14 Stat. L., p. 38.) 

The following correspondence shows that $7,456,417.80 was paid 
to the State of Missouri for expenses incurred by the State in aiding 
the United States during the war of the rebellion:

My Dear Mr. Harper: I would like to ascertain the amount of money that was 
paid by the United States Governme it to reimbiu^e the State of Missouri on account 
of moneys paid by the State to the Enrolled Missouri Militia from time to time. 
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Also, if you have the information at hand, will you tell me on what ground the 
United States reimbursed the State of Missouri on account of money paid to the 
enrolled militia. I would like for you to refer me to the proper documents or records, 
as I desire to get a definite line on this matter.

Mr. Harper's reply was as follows:

Hon. Madison R. Smith, 

House of Representatives, Washington, D. C. 
My Dear Mr. Smith: In reply to your inquiry of the 14th instant, in reference to 
reimbursement of the State of Missouri by the United States, on account of moneys 
paid by the State to the Enrolled Missouri Militia, I have the honor to inform you 
that the total amount paid by the United States to the State of Missouri for expenses 
incurred by said State in aiding the United States during the war of the rebellion, 
as shown by the records, is $7,456,417.80. 

In addition to reimbursement of the State for militia expenses during that period 
($6,673,869.10), $234,594.20 was aUowed by a commission appointed by the President, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, under an act approved April 17, 
1866. 

To say how much of these amounts was paid to the State on account of the Enrolled 
Missouri Militia and how much on account of other militia organizations would 
require a most exhaustive search of the records relating to the State of Missouri during 
the whole period of the civil war, and would at best be only approximate. 

For information relating to the Enrolled Missouri Militia, and tne payments made 
to the State of Missouri for expenses incurred during the war, you are respectfully 
referred to Senate Report No. 1438, For^y-eighth Congress, second session, to House 
Report No. 1957, Fifty-third Congress, third session, and to Senate Document 412, 
Fifty-seventh Congress, first session.

OTHER EVroENCE AS TO STATUS OF ENROLLED MISSOURI MILITIA. 

Two general orders, tending to show that the Federal military 
authorities considered the Enrolled Missouri Militia upon a footing 
identical with that of the regular Union armies, were promulgated 
by Major-GeneralSchofield while that officer was in command of the 
Department of the Missouri. 

Under date of July 29, 1863, General Schofield declared that the 
act of Congress approved March 13, 1862, prohibiting persons in the 
military service of the United States from employing any of the force 
under their command for the purpose of returning fugitives from 
service or labor, applied to the Enrolled Missouri Militia in active 
service, and that they would not be permitted to aid the civil author- 
ities in the arrest and return of fugitive slaves. Following is a copy 
of the order: 

General Orders,! Headquarters Department op the Missouri, 

No. 75. / St. Louis, Mo., July 29, 186S. 

The act of Congress apjjroved March 13, 1862, prohibits all officers or persons in the 
military service of the United States from employing any of the forces under their com- 
mand for the purpose of returning fugitives from service or labor. 

To prevent misapprehension as to the scope of this prohibition it is hereby declared 
to extend to all troops in this department, including the Enrolled Missouri Militia in 
active service. 

The latter, being under the command of the major-general commanding the depart- 
ment, can not be permitted to aid civil officers in the arrest or return of fugitive slaves. 
By command of Major-General Schofield:

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On September 17, 1863, it was announced by General Schofield, in 
an order from headquarters Department of the Missouri, that the 

Eroclamation of the President suspending the privilege of the writ of 
abeas corpus in the cases of persons belonging to the land and naval 
forces of tne United States would be held to apply to all Missouri 
militia called into active service under the orders of the d^artment 
commander. Following is a copy of the order:

The proclamation of the President, dated Waahineton, September 15, 1863, sus- 
pending the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus in the cases of persons belcMiging to 
the land and naval forces of the United States and other persons therein described will 
be held to apply to all Missouri militia called into active service under the orders of 
the department commander.

On September 26, 1863, the miUtia of the State of Missouri, whether 
in active service or not, was placed by the governor under the com- 
mand of Major-General Schofield, a Union officer and then in command 
of the Department of the Missouri. This was done in General Orders, 
No. 24^ from headquarters State of Missouri. 

President Lincoln regarded the Enrolled Missouri Militia as under 
the national military control, as stated in a letter written by him to 
Charles Drake and others, in reply to the demand that General Schoj 
field be relieved as commander of the Department of the Missouri 
•and that the Enrolled Missouri Militia be disbanded. In the letter, 
dated Executive Mansion, October 5, 1863, President Lincoln says: 

As to the Enrolled Missouri Militia, I shall endeavor to ascertain better than I now 
know what is its exact value. Let me say, however, that your proposal to substitute 
national force for the enrolled militia implies, in your judgment, the latter is doing 
something which needs to be done; and if so, the proposition to throw that force away 
and to supply the place by bringing other forces from the field where they are equally 
needed seems to be very extraordinary. Whence shall they come? Shall they be 
withdrawn from Grant, or Banks, or Steel, or Rosecrans? Few things have been so 
CTatifying to my anxious feelings as when in June last the local force in Missouri aided 
General Schofield to so promptly send so large a general force to the relief of General 
Grant, then investing Vicksburg and menaced ftom without by General Johnston. 
Was this all wrong? Should the enrolled militia then have been broken up and General 
Herron detached from Grant to police Missouri? So farirom finding cause to object, I 
confess to a sympathy for whatever relieves our general force in Missouri and allows it 
to serve elsewhere. I therefore, as at present advised, can not attempt the destruction 
of the enrolled militia in Missouri. I may add that, the force being under the national 
military control, it is also within the proclamation in regard to the habeas corpus.

That former Secretary of War Root looked upon the Enrolled 
Missouri Militia as at least 'incidentally'' in the service of the 
United States is borne out by the following excerpt from page 85 
of Senate Document No. 412, Fifty-eighth Congress, first session, 
prepared by Mr. Root, and in which he is speaking specifically of 
the Provisional Regiments Enrolled Missouri Militia, a pensionable 
organization: 

They were Missouri militia, organized under the militia law of the State for State 
service, were paid by the State, and while on duty, under command of United States 
officers, were clothed and subsisted by the United States. Like the original force, 
they served in defense of the State of Missouri and incidentally in the defense of the 
United States. 
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PENSIONS DENIED UPON A TECHNICALITY. 

The Congress has refused thus far to recoraize the Enrolled Missouri 
Militia and other militia organizations of Missouri as being entitled 
to pensions, because of a technicality. This technicality is simply 
and iffolely that the members of the Enrolled Missouri Militia and of 
other militia organizations of Missouri did not receive honorable 
discharge papers at the time of their muster out, and that their 
names do not appear upon the rolls in the Department of War as 
haying been recjularly mustered into the service of the United States- 
This was established in an opinion by the Attorney-General on Sep- 
tember 28, 1878, he holding that the Enrolled Missouri Militia ''did 
not constitute a part of the Army of the United States, but were a 
force acting from time to time in cooperation with it;'' ''that the order 
disbanding such troops can not be considered the equivalent of an 
honorable discharge in the sense in which those words are used in 
section 2304, Revised vStatutes;'' and that the persons who served 
as members of the Enrolled Missouri Militia are not, therefore, 
entitled to the benefits accruing under the homestead laws from 
ser\'ice in the Army of the United States. (Opinions of the Attor- 
neys-General, Vol. XVI, p. 1 48.) 

Upon this opinion of the Attorneys-General the Pension Bureau 
has refused pensioEfe to militiamen, and Congress has declined to 
extend the provisions of the pension laws to include such militiamen. 

Against this official, but technical, evidence that the Enrolled 
Missouri Militia was ri6t in the service of the United States can be 
set forth much other official evidence, not technical, that this militia 
organization and other militia organizations of Missouri were in the 
service of the United States. The Official Rebellion Records of the 
Union and Confederate Armies will show the large number of engage- 
ments in which these militia organizations participated, in addition 
to the large amount of evidence heretofore set out in the way of 
oflScial orders and communications from Federal and State authori- 
ties, all tending to prove that the Enrolled Missouri Militia was a 
part of the military force of the United States. 

REPELLING SHELBY'S AND PRICE'S INVASIONS. 

Foremost of the work accomplished by the Missouri militia forces, 
as shown by the official war records, was the repelling of the invasion 
of Southern forces under Gen. Jo Shelby in 1863 and the repelling 
of the invasion of Southern forces under Maj. Gen. Sterling Price in 
1864. Shelby withdrew after fighting 20 skirmishes with the militia 
at various points in southwest Missouri. 

In September, 1864, General Price, at the head of 15,000 picked 
men, invaded Missouri from Arkansas and moved up the west bank 
of the Mississippi River, with St. Louis and Jefferson City as his objec- 
tive points. The militia forces engaged the Southern army at various 
points in southeast Missouri, and at the battle of Pilot Eoiob succeeded 
m repulsing jthe Southerners with such loss that Price abandoned 
the plan to seize St. Louis, and turned westward to take Jefferson 
City. He was frustrated in this attempt by the numerous engage- 
ments, notably at Boonville, Warrensburg, and Jefferson City, and 
was forced to retreat, Missouri having thereby been saved to the 
Union through the militia forces. 
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PROVISIONAL ENROLLED MILITIA. 

Under General Orders, No. 107, Headquarters Department of the 
Missouri, dated June 28, 1864, and issued by Major-General Rose- 
crans, the provisional companies of Enrolled Missouri Militia, numr 
bering 62 m all, were organized and served for various periods of 
time, some remaining in service until March 12, 1865, when thejr 
were disbanded under the general disbanding act of the Missouri 
legislature. 

These companies were organized under direct order from a Union 
oflBicer and were subject to orders from Union officers, as were the 
Enrolled Missouri Militia regiments. However, under rulings of the 
Department of the Interior members of the provisional company 
are declared to be without pensionable status in that the official war 
records show that they were not regulariy mustered into nor mus- 
tered out of the service of the Unitea States. 

These provisional companies of the Enrolled Missouri MiUtia are 
to be distmguished from the provisional regiments, Enrolled Missouri 
Militia, which were in active service from February 3, 1863, and 
were recognized as pensionable by a provision of section 8 of the act 
of March 3, 1873, and by the pension act of June 27, 1890. In speak- 
ing of the provisional regiments, Enrolled Missouri Militia, Secretary 
Root says, on page 85 of Senate Document 412 :• 

The members of the provicdonal regiments, Enrolled Missouri Militia, organized 
under the authority of the governor of the State on February 3, 1863, were (officers 
and enlisted men) simply detailed from the regiments of the Enrolled Missouri Militia, 
and their military status was precisely the same as that of the original force. 

''They were pensioned,^' says Secretary Root, *' probably for the 
reason that theu- service was of a more permanent character than 
that of the regiments from which they were detailed." 

MISSOURI MILITIA, GENERAL ORDERS, NO. 3, 1865. 

Under General Orders, No. 3, and in compliance with the request 
of Maj. Gen. G. M. Dodge, commander of the Department or the 
Missouri, Governor Fletcher on January 30, 1865, ordered the 
organization of a Missouri Militia force to take the place of the 
Enrolled Missouri Militia and the Missouri State MiUtia, then about 
to be disbanded by act of the Missouri legislature. This force, 
comprising 61 companies, was known as Missouri Militia —General 
Orders, No. 3, 1865. These companies were under the direct control 
of the Union officers. Secretary Root, at pages 95 and 96 of Senate 
Document 412, says: 

It will be observed that these companies were organized for active service under 
United States officers, and that they were to be clothed and subsisted by the General 
Government and armed, equipped, and paid by the State. The State was reim- 
bursed by the Federal Government by act of April 17, 1866. 

In speaking of the refusal of the Interior Department to recognize 
these companies as pensionable. Secretary Root says: 

The status of these troops was that of the militia of the State of Missouri, which, 
though serving under United States officers, was not accepted into the military service 
of the United States. 

Referring to their service, Secretary Root says: 

It is known these forces remained on duty from January, 1865, the date of their 
organization, until relieved from duty in June, 1865, by the department commander, 
and were engaged in doing escort duty, guarding posts and lines of communication, 
and hunting guerrillas and fighting bushwhackers. 
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Referring to the various organizations of Missouri Militia organized 
during the war of the rebellion, Adjt. Gen. James A. De Armond^ now 
adjutant-general of Missouri, in a communication to the Members 
of Congress from Missouri, dated May 7, 1908, sets forth the various 
organizations, estimates approximately the number of soldiers who 
would be pensionable under the proposed legislation, and recites 
the services of the militia in preserving Missouri to the Union. The 
letter is as follows: 

State op Missouri, 
The Adjutant-General's Office, 

Jefferson City, May 7, 1908. 
Members of Congress from Missouri, 

House of Representatives, Washington, D. C. 

Sirs: I notice by the press disijatches that members of the Missouri delegation will 
appear before the Pension Committee of the House on Friday in support of bill intro- 
duced having for its purpose the granting of a pensionable status to the Enrolled 
Missouri Militia. 

1 desire to submit through you, for the consideration of the committee, briefly, some 
statement of the service of the classes of Missouri troops affected by this act, together 
with some estimate of the number of men it is thought would be affected. All of the 
f?icts I have to give may be given by those who appear before the committee, or may 
have already been placed before the committee, out no harm can be done in giving, 
from the records that are on file here, some statement of the service rendered by those 
troops and the number of men especially interested in this legislation. 

During the civil war Missouri was a divided State and there was almost constant 
fighting at some point within it. The administration of the State after 1861 was in 
the hands of officials favorable to the Federal cause, and to them the Federal Govern- 
ment left, in very large part, the work of holding Missouri in the Union and conducting 
such minor campaigns as were necessary within its borders. 

Some fifteen classes of troops were raised in the State during the civil war, almost all, 
to a greater or less extent, classed as State troops. The Missouri State Militia was recog- 
nized by act of Congress almost from the day of its organization. The Home Guards of 
1861 have been recognized, and the services of a few provisional regiments of Enrolled 
Missouri Militia have within comparatively recent years been granted pensionable 
status. The Six Months' Missouri Millitia of 1862, whose service was a considerable 
one, and varied in few points from that of the Home Guards of 1861, has never been 
recognized. • It would appear, however, from the correspondence of this office that by 
far the greater part of the soldiers who were in this service entered the United States 
volunteer service of the Missouri State Militia. 

The Enrolled Missouri Militia, organized in 1862, and the provisional companies of 
it, organized in 1864, and the Missouri Militia, under General Orders, No. 3, organized 
early in 1865, would appear to include a large number of men who in one or more of 
these services rendered greater or less service throughout the war in the State of Mis- 
souri. It is hard to estimate the number of men who first and last served in the 
Enrolled Missouri Militia and would be affected by this bill. Many of them, after 
thus serving for a time, made up the volunteer regiments organized in Missouri during 
the later years of the war. Of the P^nrolled Missouri Militia, 11 provisional regiments, 
whose service varies little, if any, except in name, from that of the entire body of the 
Enrolled Missouri Militia, have been ^ven a pensionable status. In all, 89 regiments 
of Enrolled Missouri MiUtia were organized. Ten were not in service for a day. Eleven 
provisional regiments have been given a pensionable status, and of the remainder 
less than one half were in active service for ninety days. There is no way of knowing 
the number who later entered the volunteers. These regiments were not full regi- 
ments in all cases, some of them being small in number. The legislation would 
certainly affect some thousands of men, probably five or six, and might affect double 
that number. I think it very unlikely that there are more than ten to twelve thou- 
sand who would be affected by a bill which granted a pensionable status for active 
service performed under the order of the State or Federal authorities. 

The service of these troops appears to have been utterly unrecognized and over- 
looked by the Federal Government. Missouri supplied an immense number of vol- 
unteer troops in the civil war in proportion to its population, and these troops were, 
with few exceptions, sent without the State to assist in carrying on the campaigns of 
the war. At the end of the year 1863, only a few months before General Price, with a 
large force of Confederates, invaded the State of Missouri, in an effort to recruit and 
secure supplies, there were in the State of Missouri but a handful of volunteer troops. 
The campaign of General Price failed only because of the Enrolled Missouri Militia. 
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This was the most notable campaign in which any large number of them were in serv- 
ice, but in various sections, as there was need, they were ordered out by the State 
authorities, almost in every case at the request of United States officers commanding 
the department, and rendered the service required of them. Some organizations 
throughout their service were engaged in as trying military work as they could have 
been in had they entered the re^ilar volunteer force; and h^ the entire body been 
in the volunteers, and not in the force raised to assist the volunteers, their services 
would still have been required in Missouri, and could not have been of more value to 
the United States. 

The Enrolled Militia is not recognized as having been in active service from the time 
of their enrollment to the time of their muster out. They are credited with no service, 
except when they were actually rendering service, and an act granting them a pen- 
sionable status could not make any man pensionable merely because he had been 
enrolled for military duty. 

It is difficult to see why the provisional companies of Enrolled Militia of 1864 were 
not held to be included in the act of Congress granting a pensionable status to certain 
regiments of Enrolled Militia. They were held for the same service, under the same 
conditions, and in justice are entitled to the same recognition. 

An instance or two may illustrate the injustice of the partial recognition of the troops 
who rendered equal service. It has happened on several occasions that a soldier has 
come to this office to seek information as to why his comrades were drawing pensions 
and he could not, and in such cases it has been discovered that during the Price cam- 
paign, when these provisional re^mente were made up, those who are now drawing 
pensions were detailed to the special organization, while that organization from which 
they were detailed was required during the needs of that campaign to be also in service. 
Men who served together do not recognize any difference between the service that has 
been recognized and the service that has not been. 

The records of the rebellion published by the Government contain in their reports 
of battles and engagements in Missouri ample testimony of the value of these troops.

In addition to the Missouri militia organizations above referred 
to, there were numerous independent and unattached companies 
which rendered long service to the Union under orders from Union 
officers, a notable example being Capt. John R. Cochran's Bollinger 
County Company, Unattached, and Cochran's Independent Com- 
pany C, Six Months' Militia, which were practically the same com- 
pany, though in service at different periods during the war. This latter 
company is mentioned prominently in a communication by Col. J. B. 
Rodgers, of the United States Army, to Brig. Gen. Thomas Ewing, 
dated January 4, 1865, and which appears on page 997, series 1, 
volume 41, part 1, serial 83, War Records, and is entitled as follows: 
''December 20, 1864, to January 4, 1865. Expeditions from Cape 
Girardeau and Dallas, Mo., to Cherokee Bay, Arkansas, and the St. 
Francis River, with skirmishes." 

According to this report Colonel Rodgers, then stationed at Cape 
Girardeau, ordered Maj. Josephus Robbins, Second Cavalry, Mis- 
souri State Militia, with 30 men of the Second Cavalry, and Lieuten- 
ant Rinne, with a detachment of Battery C, Second Missouri Artillery, 
on December 20, to march from Cape Girardeau to Bloomfield, to 
search for the enemy in the vicinity of Cherokee Bay, Arkansas. 
Colonel Rodgers also ordered Captain Cochran with his Independent 
Company C, Six Months' Militia, to march from Dallas (now Marble 
Hill), Mo., to Poplar Bluff, there to report to Major Robbins. Cap- 
tain Cochran was unable to reach Major Robbins because of high 
water, and was ordered back to Dallas, having been engaged with 
the enemy at several points during the expedition. This evidence 
is to the effect that Captain Cochran's company was in the active 
service of the United States and subject to the orders of United 
States officers.

Estimates of the number of Missouri militiamen yet living and who 
would be affected by the proposed legislation varjr from 3,000 to 
10,000 or 12,000. Adjutant-General De Armond estimates that not 
less than five or six thousand and possibly as many as 12,000 would 
be affected. 

The aggregate enlistment of militiamen, accounting for reenlist- 
ments and enlistments of one soldier in more than one organization 
is placed at from 24,000 to 30,000. Of this number, it is estimated' 
that not more than one-half served for a period of ninety days, so 
that not more than 12,000 or 15,000 would be entitled to pensions 
under the proposed legislation, provided all were living. Keliable 
statistics show that not more than one-fourth of the civil war soldiers 
are living to-day, so that the total number of Missouri militiamen 
now alive and entitled to pensions imder the proposed legislation 
would not be in excess of 3,000 or 4^000 men 

In conclusion, we are of the opinion that all the Missouri militia 
who did actual service in the field under the command or orders of 
United States officers, should be pensioned for the reason that they 
were to all intents and purposes in the miUtary service of the United 
States. Again, the State was reimbursed unaer the act of April 17, 
1866, as already mentioned herein, for the expenses incurred m their 
organization and service. (Senate Doc. No. 412, p. 96.) By the 
very language of this act of 1866 they were brought mto service ''to 
act in concert with United States forces in the suppression of the 
rebelUon against the United States." (14 Stat. L., pp. 38 and 39; 
Congressional Record, 39th Cong., 1st sess., vol. 37, pt.2, 1866, pp. 
1900 to 1904.)
